The excess of exports of merchan- 


dise over imports daring tbe year end- 
ing June 30, 1831, was $259,726,254, 
against $167,683,912 dunng the previ 
ous fiscal year. The exeen of imports 
of gold tbe past fiscal year was $91,- 
168,650 , the previons year $75,891,- 
391. 
During the last fiscal year, the 


value of 
exporti 
of 
merchandise 


amounted to $902,319,473, being larger 
than ever before in tbe history of this 
country. 
The value of imports oi 


merchandise was $642,593,219, which 
was larger than during any previous 
year, with the exception ot the year 
immediately preceding 
The total val- 


ue of the ioreign commerce of the 
United States, imports aud exports of 
merchandise, the last fiscal year, was 
$1,544,912,292, exceeding any preced- 
ing fiscal year. 
The excess of exports 


over imports the last fiscal year was 
larger than during any preceding year, 
with tbe exception of the fiscal year of 
1879 
Since the year ended June 30, 


1875, the total excess of value of ex- 
ports of 
merchandise over imports 


amounted to $1,180,681,641 
The val- 


ue of exports of merchandise the last 
fiscal year exceeded in value such ex 
ports' the preceding fiscal year $66,780,- 
815, an increase of 7 39 per cent 
Tbe 


value of exports of merchandise for the 
last fiscal year was $25,361,257 leas 
than the preceding fiscal year, the de 
crease being 3 95 per cent

How American Wheat has Displaced 


Genm Bye on the Poor 
Hurt Table. 


A special dispatch from Washington, 


D. C., says: Consul Dei Boil, of Aixlt 
Chapelle, reports to the department of 
state, under date of May 27, that the 
oat crops in the mountainous regions of 
Rbenish Prussia (the principal staple of 
the inhabitant*) are in t flourishing 
condition, but in the lowlands vegeta- 
tion is extremely backward in conse- 
quence of 
the continuous cold, dry 


weather and sharp winds which prevail- 
ed through March and April and well 
into May. Latterly the temperature 
has moderated and brought some, but 
insufficient rains. The crops, particu- 
larly those of wheat and rye, have suf- 
fered considerably from severe weather. 
Rye is very small, and if there can not 
be a copious rain-fall at an early date 
the farmers will only realize one-half 
and in some places one-third of their 
wheat crop. 
Formerly rye was tbe 


poor man's daily bread, but last year, 
for the first time in the history of Ger- 
many, it was cheaper to eat pure wheat 
bread. This was brought about by the 
enormous importation of 
American 


wheat. 
Up to 1879 the cost of wheat 


was 25 per cent, higher than that of 
rye, but last year any slight difference 
was io favor of wheat. Tbe average 
prices range at present as follows: 
Wheat, first quality, per 100 kilos, 13.- 
47 ; second quality, $5.43. Rye, first 
quality, per 100 kilos, 15.39; second 
quality, $5.15. Oats, per 100 kilos, 
$3.88. Thus it is seen that through the 
great productive power of America, 
pure wheat bread, which two years ago 
was considered a luxury in the home of 
the German laborer, has now become an 
article of every day food. 


Tbe latest information from Holland 


shows that hundreds of acres of wheat 
have been ruined by tbe unfavorable 
weather and have been ploughed up and 
sown with oats and barley. 
Altogether 


the farmers in this country have a most 
unpromising outlook, but tbe consum- 
ers are unconcerned, for 
American 


wheat is abundant and 15 per cent. 
cheaper than the home product.

no, he will get well." 


When the report of the attempted 


assassination arrived and was told in 
tbe sick room, she replied : "I knew it 
three days ago," and repeated her pre- 
vious statement. This statement can 
be relied upon as strictly true, and it 
gave me considerable hope from the 
first.that our beloved president would 
survive the shock and be completely re- 
stored to health and soundness. As to 
the philosophy of the matter I have 
nothing to say. I do not Bee how an 
occurrence can be seen in a vision before 
it happens; but there is abundant evi- 
dence that such is sometimes the case, 
and to deny it is to deny tbe fundamen- 
tal principle and ground of all prophe- 
cy."
